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Pensions—Not Charity 


Year in and year out The Edmonton 
Bulletin has consistently advocated 
changes in the Old Age Pension legislation 
which will give a pension of at least $50 
a month to everybody at the age of 60 
without restrictions or qualifications. 

Similarly The Bulletin has vigorously 
pressed for adequate pensions for every- 
one who through maiming, blinding or 

ralysis or any like physica] misfortune 

omes unemployable at any age. 

These two reforms have been urged in 
and out of season because it is our firm 
belief that the end of common humanity 
and common decency cannot be served by 
any lesser provisions, first, for the 
pioneers who have built this glorious coun- 
try and now find themselves in want in the 
evening of their lives and, secondly, for 
those who have become a special charge 
upon the conscience of our civilization 
through their very helplessness. 

The monthly payment of $50 is fixed 
as the bare minimum because no one can 
live on less. The age of 60 is fixed as the 
time for the beginning of pension pay- 
ments because at 60 the productive cap- 
acity of the average individual has begun 
to fall xppreciably and unless the mini- 
mum age is set at 60 great hardship is 
bound to be suffered by many worthy per- 
sons who have contributed largely in their 
agé of usefulness to the wealth of the 
State. 

The removal of qualifications and re- 
strictions has been strongly advocated be- 
cause the system which requires an aged 
person to be a pauper before he can re- 
ceive these pensions is iniquitious, degrad- 
ing and shameful. 

For these payments are pensions. They 
are not charity.

Some improvements in the Old Age 
Pensions system have been affected in 
Alberta and British Columbia In this 
province, for instance, the provincial gov- 


ernment has made the pension up to $365 
per year—the largest sum permitted to be 
paid by the federal authorities under the 
act. 

The reactionary and unworthy policy 
of the Hon. J. L. Ilsley has consistenly 
blocked reforms in this direction. Mr 
Isley, it will be remembered, declined to 
adjust Old Age Pensions on one occasion 
because it would upset his budget, refuting 
in his refusal the very argument advanced 
by Prime Minister King for Family Al- 
lowances, namely, that the measure would 
give “purchasing power to those who need 
it most.” 

Mr. Isley would place Old Age Pen- 
sions on a contributory basis. And that, of 
course, is utter nonsense because income 
tax is levied at such a rate that any person 
who did not require a pension would aut 
matically have this pension money taken 
away by the income tax. 

This matter of pensions for the aged 
and unemployable is a vital socia] issue in 
Canada, first, because it touches eventual- 
ly every man and woman ir mn 
and, secondly, because it takes the meas- 
ure of our civilization

The Conditions Precedent 


Mayor Butler might be surprised to be 
told, but people in al! other parts of Can- 
ada know and have long known that the 
city ef Halifax rated Al among service- 


men as the most undesirable city in the 
Dominion in which to be quartered. 

Sailors returning on leave to their 
homes in the west have been particularly 
positive in their dislike of the place. This 
because thousands of them have lived 
there for months on end; while soldiers 
and airmen in most cases were only tem- 
porary visitors. 

Stories have been current in Edmonton 
for many months that Halifax was a place 
where merchants and restaurant. men had 
two prices—one, the higher, for men in 
uniform. These stories have come first- 
hand from navymen who spent months in 
the city and were emphatic in the claim 
that they had been syStematically 
“fleeced.” 

What this had to do with the V-day 
rioting can only be surmised.

West African troops are serving 
against the Japanese with high 
spirits, courage and an unflinching 
will Nor is the story of

Since the outbreak of war 
sands of volunteers from 
West Africa have flocked to offer 
their services to Britain. Some 
have served side by side with Bri- 
tish comrades in British units: the 
late Peter Thomas, for example 
the son of the African President 
of the Lagos Chamber of Com- 
merce, was for long an operational 
flight lieutenant in the Royal Air 
Force. But most of the volunteers 
went into their own West African 
unite—outstandingly, Regiments of 
the Royal West African Frontier 
Foree and (since 1942) the Pioneer 
Corps.

greater degree than ever before in 
any war.” 
She referred to the United 


Nations Conference at San Fran- 
cisco which she had attended as 
a member of the Canadian dele- 
gation, She said: “Victory hes 
made possible the gathering of 
delegates of 49 nations at San 
Francisco, from which we hope 
so much... even getting repre- 
sentatives together if conference 
is a step towards setting up a 
new organization. It shows 
willingness to co-operate.” As a 
Canadian delegate, she felt @ 
tremendous desire to find com- 
mon ground for agreement, 

She said that victory has meant 
that the United Nations, and not 
Hitler, have set down the terms of 
peace. But she drew attention to the 
fact that winning the war in a mili- 
tary sense must be followed by 
winning the peace by so working 
together that another war becomes 
impossible. “We must find the bal 
ance between our rights and the 
rights of others and that shquid be 
based on justice and international 
law”, 


EDMONTON'S PART 


Reviewing the part that Edmon 
ton has taken in the Canadian war 
effort, she cited the establishment 
of military and veterans’ hospitals 
here, She recalled that she had kept 
before her the well-being of the 
men and women in uniform and 
those who had been the result 
partly of her efforts. She added 
that lower railway fares and in 
creased pay for women in the ser 
vices had been urged with consid 
erable success 
EMPLOYMENT IS NEED 

Returning to the subject of re 
habilitation, she declared that em 
ployment was the answer to the 


problems of men discharge
